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(1) the persistent leaf-lobes, (2) the thin cell-walls of leaf-lobes with minute 
trigones, (3) the subquadrate to subrhombic leaf-lobules, and (4) the bases of 
leaf-lobules covering about 1/10 of the stem-width. 

The present species belongs to sect. Caducae Schust. ex Yamada et Piippo.
